Regarding to claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
providing a byte number corresponding to a start byte of each data segment to 
each of said data segments; wherein a reception party uses the byte number for 
calculating data length information, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 
Regarding to claim 2, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a second register for storing a byte sequence number indicating a start byte of a 
frame segment obtained by segmenting a data stream of the retransmission-requested 
frame into a transmittable size; and 

wherein a reception party uses the bytes sequence number for calculating data 
length information, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding to claim 5, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
d) examining byte sequence numbers of the data stream included in the one or 
more frame segments, when the one or more frame segments are the retransmission- 
requested frames; 

wherein a reception party uses the byte sequence numbers for calculating data 
length information, in the specific combination as recited in the claim. 

Regarding to claim 6, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
providing a byte number corresponding to a start byte of each of the one or more 
data segment to the frame segment containing the corresponding data segment; and
